Bertram Arnold Goes Out on Electric

Students of the New Trier hlRh school 
in WInnetka saw Bertram Arnold, a 
companion, run down and killed by a 
special train on the Chicago & Milwau- 
kee Electric railroad Tuesday afternoon. 
The accident happened when a number 
of pupils were waiting at the Winnetka 
avenue station for homeward bound 
tralria. 

Bertram arrived at the station a lit- 
tle in advance of his schoolmates. He 
was joined a minute later by Miss Ellen 
Nettlcmcn of Wilmette. They, had 
often gone homo together. The whis- 
tle of an approaching train attracted 
Bertram's attention and thinking it was 
enroute for Wilmette he ^hurried out on 
the tracks. 

A northbound train sweeping past 
struck him before he could heed the 
.warning cry of those on the platform. 
The body was carried on the fender a 
few feet and then mangled beneath the 
wheels. Motorman L. dinger told the 
police that he applied the brakes .Jiut 
the distance was too short

Proclamation by Board Relieves Countv 
of Great Expense Yearly 

The state boani of administration 
Tuesday Issued a proclamation under 
the terms of the creating it, notifying 
the state that it htfs made room, in 
Btate hospitals for all the legally comr 
mitted insane in the state and that 
from January 22, the date of the pro 
clamation, the state becomes in fact 
the sole custodian of its insane.^ The 
proclamation releases Lake county of 
all charge and expense for the care of 
the insane, an amount aggregating an- 
nually several thousand dollars. 
Heretofore the county has paid for the 
clothing of all indigent insane sent to 
state.. Iioapltals. -This 'expense, is npw 
assumed by the slate. To offset this 
loss of revenue tbe state has passed a 
law which requires the estate's or the 
relatives of insane to pay for the cost 
of their maintenance in the state hos 
pital. This law is now being put into 
operation but so far has not pioduced 
as much reyenue as the state will lose. 
There are still left in the county 
almshouse of the state just about two 
hundred pe(iple who are considered 
insane but have never been legally 
committed. The board will at once 
notify the several counties that they 
hiwst take steps to.commit all such 
inmates* and have them removed to 
state hospiuis. Most of these pa- 
tients are old people who have be- 
come demented since entering the 
poor house and being harmless have 
been permitted to remain. All the 
legally committed insane Including ihe 
three thousand in Cook county hospital 
for insane have been taken over by the 
state. The complete state care act was 
passed in 1909 and followed, the action 
taken by New York and Massachusetts. 
The care of the insantf by the state is 
now being assumed by many other 
states throughout the county.

A movement is on foot in Waukegan 
at the present time to forma Girl Scnut 
company and the preliminary steps al- 
ready have been taken. Girls in dis- 
cuHsing the movement decUirc|that they 
hope to hnye the company formed in the 
very near future. The girl Scout move- 
ment has gained considerable strengh 
throughout the country already and 
several companies have been formed. 
The Waukegan young women have 
written tot he head of the scout move- 
ment in the conuty to secure the com- 
plete information needed. These rules 
are said to be the same as those govern, 
ing the Boy Scoutf. 

The following are a few of the 
rules that the girls who join the organ- 
ization will have to follow. 

1— Must be off the steets every night 
at 9 o'clock when the curfew whistle 
sounds. 

2— Must observe uniform days and on 
these days they must appear dressed in 
the scout uniform. 

3— Must established a club headqua- 
ters. 

4— Sentries \vill be stationed in the 
various parts of the city to see the rulea 
are obeyd. 

5— Must show their endurance by 
taking long walks. ^ — = . '. 

According to reports, Miss Kate Cra- 
mond, athelotic instructor in the public 
schools, is to be elected scout leader. 
It will not be such an easy thing for 
girls to join the company as they must 
first prove that they have good endur- 
ance. The local girls who are prepar- 
ing to join are planning upon walking 
to and from Lake Forest as the first 
of their endurance. They must do this 
without stopping to rest on either of 
the trips. Girls between 16 and '21 
years of agejwill be eligible for member- 
ship. 

-The requirement that girls must be 
off the street at 9 o'clock in the eve- 
ning, it is expected, will be the strong- 
est drawback. The sentinels in all 
parts of the city are compelled to re- 
port to headquarters the names of any 
scouts who are seen on the streets af- 
ter that hour. 

After becoming organized it is the 
plan of the girls who join the company 
to take camping trips into ' the country 
in the summer time the sam'e as the boy 
scouts. In short, the plan is being pro- 
moted in ^the belief that it will make 
the girls more robust and self reliant.

Once I asked an Eskimo who seemed 
to be plunged In reflection, "What are 
you thinking about?" 

He laughed at my question, and 
said, "Oh. It Is only you white men 
who go In so much for thinking! T7p 
here- we only think of our flesh-pits. 
and whether we have enough for the 
long dark of the winter. If we have 
meat enough, then there Is no need to 
think. I have meat and to spare!" 

I saw that I had Insulted him hy 
crediting him with thought 

On another occasion I asked an un- 
usually Intelligent Eskimo, Panlgpak, 
who had taken, part In Peary'a last 
North Polar expedition: 

"Tell me, what did you suppose #as 
the object of all your exertions? 
What did you think when you aaw 
the land disappear behind you and 
you found yourself out on the drifting 
Ice-floes?" 

"Think?" said Panlgpak^ astonished. 
*T did not need to think. Peary did 
that!" 

Eating becomes the groat thing with 
the Eskimos. I once excused myself, 
when paying a.vlslt, with the. plea that 
I had already eaten and had had 
enough. I was laughed at, and the 
answer I received was: 

"There thou talkest like a dog! 
Doga can be stuffed till tbey are satis- 
fied and can eat no more; but people 
— people can always eat!"^Knud

of Evanston, who was indicted yester- 
day by the grand jury on a charge of 
embezzlement and is now a fugitive 
from justice. 

The shortage is placed at $8,766. 

The young man confessed -ttJip' 
Scheidenhelm, vice president ,oo^ 
bank on January , 9, following the 
covery of discrepancies in his accou. 
on the day previous. 

He was called into the office and told 
of the discoveries that had been made, 
and after confessing he walked out of 
the bank and since has not been seen. 

The discrepancies, according to Mr. 
Scheidenhelm, date back as far as three 
months. Mr. Scheidenhelm said the 
bank ofRcials were surprised when they 
found that Fredrickson had been ma- 
nipularing the books, as he had been a 
trusted employe of the bank for four 
years and came to the institution weli 
recommended after working in Chicago 
banks since he was 14 years old. 

As far as is known the defalcations 
credited to Fredrickson do not exceed 
$8,766. It is possible the embezzle- 
ment may prove larger, although the 
vice president of the bank was doubt- 
ful that it would. 

Fredrickson is effeminate in manner 
and slight of build. He is 24 years old. 
He lived with his mother and sister in 
North Edgewater. His father Is dead. 

He was a model bank employe white 
under the eyes of his superiors and 
never was known to fracture the rulea 
of the institution until his shortage was 
found. 

Smoking not being permitted during 
banking hours, young Fredrickson kept 
his monogrammed cigarettes for ou 
side use, when he Is said to have s 
ed incessantly. The vice preside 
the bank said the young man's 
habit was known to the ban^ 
They never knew him to

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SELECTING RIGHT 
SEEDS FOR GARDEN 
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By PROF. J.. W. LLOYD, 
. University of IMInols. 
In order to havo a good garden It 
Is necessary to plant good seeds. It 
Is not alouo essential that the Boods 
bo capable of growing; they must be 
capable of producing a- crop of tho 
deaired quality, under the condltlona 
existing where tho gardening Is to bo 
done. Some varieties of vegetables 
are restricted in their adaptations, 
while others thrive over a wide 
range of territory and under .widely 
different conditions of soil and cli- 
mate. If the behavior of different 
varietloa In a given locality is not 
known, the safe plan to follow In bo- 
looting varieties for planting la to 
chooBe mainly those tlmt have prov- 1 
ed themselves. adapted to a wide I 
range of conditions and have thereby 
become recognized as standard aorta 
Tho newer yarletlea may bo toqted In 
small quantities^ until tholt- suitability 
for a given place and purpose has 
been determined. For the home gar- 
don particular care should bo taken 
to select varieties that are capnbio of 
yielding a product of. high quality. 
Such varieties are numerous, ^nd 
some are bettor for one rogbn than 
another.

Wushlngton, Jan. 22. — The Supremo 
court of the United Slatea Monday ro-

Tho dccI»ton of the commcrco court 
-was favorable to tho railroads, and It 
dflvolopod In tho senate trial that 
T?hlIo preparing the opinion Archbald 
had written Attorney Helm Bruce of 
the Louisville & Nnshvlllo road, a par- 
ty to tho litigation, asking supple- 
mentary information about a brief the 
lawyer had filed. 

The case Involved an order of tho 
Interstate commerce commission for 
reduced class rate from New Orleans 
to Mobile and other Alabama Interior 
points to stand effective. The order 
■ftas overruled by the commerce court. 
Tho decision Is now reversed by tho 
Supreme court. 

The theory advocated by the govern- 
rnent that the Interatato commorco 
commission has absolute Jurisdiction 
over evidence In rate, cases, to Iho 
exclusion of courts, particularly tho 
commerce court, was struck down, 
however, by tho Supremo court Itj de- 
ciding that the commerce court had 
tl right to examine a claim that there 
vaa no relevant evidence presented to 
the commission upon which it could 
have baaed Its order in this case. 

Holding that tho charge of combi- 
nation In violation of the Sherman 
antl-trual law "had not been sustained, 
the Supremo court held the Creamery 
Package Manufacturing company and 
Owatouna Manufacturing company of 
Minnesota not liable to threefold dam- 
Bges on the charge of driving a com- 
petitor, the Owatouna Fonnlng Mill 
company, out of business. < 

Attorney General WIckcrsham 
asked the Supreme court to send at 
once to the federal district court at 
New York Its mandate In the "cotton 
corner case" recently, holding for trial 
James A. Patten and others on Indict- 
ments charging conspiracy to run a 
cotton corner.

Mexico City, Jan. 22. — Three Amer- 
icans who were dining In a restaurant 
hore Monday evening, took umbrage 
at Insulting remarks made by Mexi- 
cans in the place and a desperate 
light ensued. The Americans, using 
only their fists, outfought 20 Mexi- 
cans and It required the combined ef- 
forts of twelve policemen to arrest tho 
Americans. ^ 

In the streets tho crowds cried 
"Death to the grlngoes!" and tried to 
got them from the police, who, how- 
ever, finally landed them In the city 
prison. No Mexicans wore arrested. 

Advices received In the past three 
days Indicate that the rebel activity 
Is Increasing enormously In every sec- 
tion of the republic. The dispatches 
tell the same tale of raids on small 
towns, the burning of buildings and 
the capture of men and women, many 
of them being grossly maltreated.

Tho vote was characterized by a 
dcgreo of tenseness not felt In tho 
house for many years past Imme- 
diately on the result being known a 
wild demonstration on tho part; of tho 
measure's partisans followed.

WYOMING HOUSE SOLONS RIOT 



Question as to Who Should Preside 

Over Deliberations Results In 

Violent Fist Fight. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., Jan. 22.— A riot 
took place In the house of representa- 
tives of the Wyoming legislature 
Monday, with Speaker, Pratt and 
Speaker Pro Tern. Wood both claim- 
ing to preside. A violent fight Intei^. 
rupted by members took place be- 
tween the two offlcers. 

Scenes of violence, .which lasted ful- 
ly throe-quarters of an hour and 
which Included two separate encoun- 
ters between Mr. Pratt and Mr, Wood, 
threw tho lower house Into hopeless 
confusion. Absolutely no' parliamen- 
tary order obtained and the sceno 
was only ended by an agreement 
among tho members on tho floor when 
cool-headed leaders of either faction 
announced an agreement to let mat- 
ters stand Just as they were for the 
present. 



Washington, Jan. 20.— Charges that 
Secretary of the Interior FIslTer Is 
using his office to help tho Standard 
Oil company get oil leases In Okla- 
homa, worth millions of dollars, dis- 
criminating against the Independent 
oil companies and hindering tho Osage 
Indians getting a fair price for their 
holdings, were placed on file with the 
house committee on Indian affairs Frl- 
ilay. 

The charges were filed by the tribal 
council of the Indiana and indorsed 
by tho members of tho tribe. 

The land in question amounts to 
more than 100,000 acres in the west 
half of Osage county, Oklahoma. The 
Standard Oil company has paid the 
Indians ^B cents a barrel for the oil 
and the Independents offered 60 
cents a barrel. 



Versailles. Franco. Jan. "20.— The 
national assembly, on the second bal* 
lot elected Premier. Raymond Poln- 
care president of the Fr^jncb republic 
here on Friday. M. Polncaro received 
•129 votes and Jules I'ams 327 votes" 
on the first ballot Another ballot 
thus was rendered necessary, as 
neither candidate obtained an abso- 
lute majority .of tho total vote. On 
the second test Polncaro received 483 
and Pams 20C. while Marie Edouard 
Valllant had G9. Four hundred and 
thlrly-fivo were necessary to a choice. 

Premier Polncaro was Insulted by 
former Premier George S; Clemencoau 
at the opening of the national con- 
gress for iho election of a president 
M. Polncaro at once appointed Arls- 
tlde Brland, minister of Justice, and 
L. U Klotz. minister of finance, to act 
as bis seconds, and to arrange a duel. 

During tho proceedings of tho na- 
tional assembly Clemenceau made a 
satisfactory explanation to M. Brland 
and M. Klotz. Tho Incident ther.oforo 
Is considered closed. 

Senators and deputies of France ar- 
rived in small groups throughout tho 
forenoon to take part In the election 
of a new president of the republic. 
President Fallleres' seven year term 
expires February 18.\ 

M. Folncare Is a lawyer. He Is also 
a prolific author and is a member of 
the French academy, which gives him 
rank as an "ImmortaL" Ho made a 
great personal sacrlfico when he bo- 
camo premier, for he gave up a lucra- 
tive practice at the bar. . His elo- 
quence Is noted In Franco, and oven 
his strongest political opponents ex- 
. press confidence In tho honesty of his 
purposes.

FEDERAL SPECIALIST ASSERTS 
OIL MAN CAN TESTIFY. 



Dr. Richardson* Sent .to Examlna 

Mutll-Mllllonaire at Miami, fla., 

by Pujo Committee.

Washington, Jon, 17.— Voted for by 
all tho members of tho PuJo commit- 
tee save Chairman PuJo himself, the 
committee, by a resolution, decided 
Wednesday Hiat William Rockefoller 
may bo examined by tho chairman 
and Samuel Untermyor, tho commit- 
tee's counsel, although the examina- 
tion , will be private and will be held, 
In all probability. In tho south. 

The resolution was based on a re- 
port by Dr. Richardson of Washington, 
the committee's expert 

Dr. Richardson said that he exam- 
ined Mr. Rockefeller at Miami. Fla., 
on Sundar. January 12; that no ono 
else was present, and that ho spent 
an hour with him. Tho affidavit pre- 
sented by Dr. Chappoll. Mr. Hocko- 
teller's physician, ho said, did not 
fully state the case. 
. "Mr. Rockefeller's condition la 
moro serious than would bo supposed 
from reading Dr. ChappeU's ,aflldavlt," 
said tho witness. • , • . 

Dr. Richardson snld that ho found 
that the right vocal cord of the oil 
magnate was practically gone and that 
tho left was badly affected. Ho said 
ho found Mr. Rockefeller's pulse 100 
and his blood pressure 162. A writing 
test lie said, showed that Mr. Rocke- 
feller by continued efiort could wrlto 
only cloven words In two and ono-half 
minutes. 

Ho said he found a condition of 
what Is mostly called "shaking palsy," 
which made an examination by writ- 
ing a practical Impossibility. 

*'I believe he could be subjected to 
a short examination orally, without 
Immediate danger to his life," said 
Dr. Richardson. Dut a lengthy exami- 
nation would probably weaken his vo- 
cal cords to a point where a 'serious 
swelling of the larynx might bo caused 
or a homorrhAge might restitt that 
would ond In serious consequences." 



Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 21.— Tbo fo^ 
mcr labor attorney of Chicago, Clar- 
ence Darrow, who was chief counsel 
for tho McNamara brothers In tho 
first dynamite conspiracy trial, on 
Monday faced tho Bar of Justice on a 
second chi^rgu of alleged Jury bribery 
during that famous case. Tho present 
trial la to determine whether or not 
tho attorney bribed Juror Robert 
Rain. Darrow was acquitted of a sim- 
ilar charge last year In tho case of 
Gcorgo L'ockwood. 

m view of the recent conviction of 
labor leaders at Indianapolis, Ind.— all 
alleged to bear moro or loss Intimate- 
ly upon the circumstances which 
brought about Darrow's Indictment- 
intense Interest In centered In this 
second attempt to convict the Chicago 
attorney. District Attorney John D. 
Fredericks declares hia second case 
Is much stronger than was tho evi- 
dence In tho Lockwood charge. Roth 
sides, after two postponements, have 
announced their readiness for trial. 

Tho Ualn Indictment charges that 
Dcrt H. Franklin, formerly chief of 
detectives for tho McNamara dofenso. 
paid $400 to Robert Bain, which ho re- 
ceived from Darrow for that purpose. 
Rain has confessed to taking the 
bribe and, with his wife, will bo an Im- 
portant witness for the statu. 

Two now legal lights of promlncnc« 
enter the Darrow case In this second 
trial. Judge O. W. Powers of Salt 
Lake, who successfully defended Mrs. 
Anna Bradley for the killing of Sena- 
tor Arthur Brown In Washington In 
1907, will assist Earl Rogers, chief 
counsel for the defense. 

Other lawyers for the defense will 
be H. L. Gelsler and Harry Dehra, and 
Darrow himself has announced thot 
he will take an active part In bis own 
defense. 

Judge Wheaton A. Gray, one of the 
•best known lawyers In California, will 
assist Assistant District Attorney W. 
J. Ford In the prosecution of tbo caso, 
with Assistant District Attorney Ar- 
thur Keetch as tho third man repro- 
senting tho prosecution.

Reno, Nfev. Jan. 20.— Tho Nevada 
state legislature convened today and 
Qovcrnor Oddte delivered his mes- 
sage In which he made a recommendo- 
tlon so amending tho divorce laws aa 
to do away with the "divorce colony" 
which has made Reno famous. Gov- 
ernor Oddle recommended that tho 
statutes bo changed to make the resi- 
dence period ono year Instead of six 
months, as at present Tho legisla- 
ture Is favorable tq such action, and 
It Is assorted that tho "divorce colony" 
is doomed. If the law becomes effec- 
tive Immediately as planned, it will 
deny divorces to at least 2G0 members 
who are at present In Reno from east- 
ern states.

Rome. Italy.— A law was voted by 
the Italian parliament lu Juno, 1909, 
for tho preservation and dofonao of 
the artlatlc, historical and archaeolog- 
ical .patrimony of tho country. Tho 
object of this law waa to prevent the 
smuggling abroad of art objeou and 
old paintings, a practice which is re- 
sorted to by art dealers who .flnd It 
more profitable to sell abroad instead 
of in Italy any article of artistic or 
historical value.' The exportation of 
art objects la now prohibited by law 
and It is only exceptionally nllowud 
after tho object to bo exported has 
been examined by a apodal ; commis- 
sion and a permit of exportation grant- 
ed. In which case tho would-ba ex- 
porter must pay a tax amounting to 
20 por cent of tho value declared. 
Tho government commission Is in ev- 
ery case entitled to oxerclso tho so- 
calloi'. right of preemption and ac- 
quln» tho object to bo exported at 
tho price declared by tho owner. 

Recently tho members of the gov- 
emment commission were Instructed 
to exercise moro care in tho examlna- 
tlon of art objects, especially -old 
Tjaintlngs, and to apply tho right of 
pre-emption moro frequently. Last 
year an^nrt dealer submitted to the 
commlflslon an old painting for expor- 
tation, which he declared was worth 
only 52,000. despite tho fact that ho 
attributed It to the celebrated Dutch 
painter, Jakob van Ruysdael. Tho 
members of the commission Immedi- 
ately Jumped to the .conclusion that 
tlio painting was a genuine master- 
piece of, great value and suspected 
that tho dealei? had only Bot a low 
price on it In order to pass It off as 
a worthless, unlrtontlfle^d. old. canvas. 
Thoy immediately exoj»nlfled tho right 
of pre-emption and acqutr»d the piint- 
lug for J2.000, announcing that It waa 
a gonuino van Ruysdael ■ worth at 
least $20,000. 

The dealer pretended to be greatly 
disappointed, but as a matter of fact 
ho Bold ^shortly afterward another Iden- 
Ucal painting to an Italian collector 
for ?15.000. Ho was flo elated at hla 
auccesflful deal that he could not help 
bragging with hla friends tho^ ho had 
"done" tho members of the govern- 
roent commiaBlon, as tho two pictures
